The Company has in operation hy draulic and steam 
generating plants with a total capacity of 119.800 
horsepower, and has hy draulic plants under con­ 
struction with a total capacity of L16.000 horsepower, 
making a grand total of 235,800 horsepower. 
Its 
most important hy dro-electric generate np plant is 
situated on the Kern River and has a capacity of 
30,000 horsepower. 
The transmission line which 
connects this station with Los Angeles is one of the 
longest in the world, and is nearly 118 miles, and 
at the time of its construction was the first high- 
voltage line approximating its length. 
The other 
hy dro-electric plants of the Company are situated 
on the Santa Ana River, Mill Creek and Ly tle Creek. 
Its new steam generating plant at Long Beach is 
being built to accommodate four generating units, 
three of which have been completed with a capacity 
of 63,000 horsepower. 
There is also an auxiliary 
steam plant in Los Angeles which has a capacity of 
13,500 horsepower. 
Its distribution and transmission 
lines cover about forty -five per cent of the city of 
Los Angeles, which, with the distribution and trans­ 
mission lines in the seven counties in which the com­ 
pany operates, gives an aggregate mileage of 2,240.70.
